Orders That Murderer of Estelle Dumas 
of Crime. | 


| Aurete, ., Dec. 17.—[{Special.}—The Kane 
county jury that sentenced Henry W. Morris 
- of Plane, TI., to life imprisonment for the 
murder of Mrs. Estelle Dumas of Pontiac 
brought in one of the most remarkable ver- 
dicts in the annals of Tilincig criminal pro 
cedure. 

The twelve men Included in their verdict of 
ute imprisonment a stipulation that on each 
anniversary of the slaying of Mre. Dumas the 
life prisoner be throw into e dungeon and 
put on bread and water diet. 

Further, it wae stipulated thet no board of 
pardons should ever parole Morris. Judge 
Cannes, however, told the jurore that it

George Labinio; alias Frank Cattrineilo, it 
is believed, was shot to death fifteen minutes

The attempted assassination occurred on 
Saturday night in front of a saloon at Halsted 
and Forquer streets.
